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T H E T IM E F O R A C T IO N . 
The most appropriate time to talk 
about gin id seed corn Is not March I, 
when the time for testing It is at 
hand, but the few weeks preceding 
Oct. 15, during which time the choicest 
and earliest maturing ears can be se­ 
cured and thoroughly dried and cured 
before heavy freezes take place. While 
ut the job it Is well to secure more 
than one needs for himself, for some 
hapless fellow in all probability will 
not take the necessary precautions and 
next spring will l*e anxious to get the 
surplus seed and pay a good price for 
it. The seed ears should lie bung iii n 
well ventilated often shed, southern 
exposure prefersble. Whim thoroughly 
dry It may tie stored iii a dry pla**e. a 
conventional arrangement being to tie 
the ears in strings of about twenty 
ears, each being fastened at the mid 
die aud crisscrossing the one alcove it. 
The strings of ears should then be 
hung ui> where the mice cannot get at 
them and where they will not draw 
moisture during the winter months 
To be on the safe side It is well to 
store the ears where they will not be 
subject to severe cold. In the fall se 
lection of seed ears not only should the 
time of maturity of the ear be consid­ 
ered. but its shape, outward appear­ 
ance of kernels and general thriftiness, 
It should lie even rowed, and the ker­ 
nels should cover the tip as completely 
as fusible. A detailed study of the 
kernels is l*esf delayed until next 
spring at resting time. when ears hav­ 
ing kernels which are not plump to the 
germ end may be discarded along with 
those w hich do not show enough vital­ 
ity. Professor Holden, the great corn 
exfiert. lichis that lf all wed ears were 
picked and hung up to dry by Oct. 15 
more would lie done to increase the 
yield of corn than would tie possible In 
any other way.

In fifty years’ 
cultivation It is estimated that one- 
third of the available soil phosphates 
are removed. Experiments with phos­ 
phate fertilizers showed that the ap 
plication of 300 pounds per acre great­ 
ly increased the crop yields.

H O W TO D U S T B ID D Y . 
Don t dust a hon on a wet day to 
keep louse powder in her feathers. 
When Biddy dusts she rises from her 
dust bath, shakes herself and off go 
the stu d d ed lice w ith the dry dust. 
Be gentle, quiet, keep sweet; flap­ 
ping wings waste powder. 
Hold her firmly by the thighs; other­ 
wise she may jerk aud snap a bone, aa 
shanks are often brittle. 
Hold her head downward over paper 
or bucket to catch waste, and her 
feathers will naturally open so you 
may work powder down to the skin. 
Dust her well, especially head, neck, 
wings and fluff. 
Most louse powders Just drive lice. 
If that's your kind dust outside, so 
dropping 
vermin 
cannot 
revive in 
poultry house, and keep dusted clucks 
away from chicks, or bugs will be 
transferred. 
If powder kills, dust after supper so 
hens will dust the roosts. 
Certain powders cause temporary 
diarrhea, so keep clucks awhile from 
eggs lest they soil them. 
Dust chicks right over bucket of 
powder. 
Birds should !*» treated three times. 
a week apart, aud males oftener than 
hens, as they seldom dust. 
Corner every fowl. Don’t miss one, 
as one lousy hen will spoil your work. 
and always have clean pens for clean 
hens. 
Homemade louse powders are seldom 
effective and often injurious.
